doubt as to whether anv bill enacted 
at this session will not have to be 
changed in a month, as the result of 
constantly changing economic cordi 
tions throughout the world 


As for the tax question, on the oth 


pr hand, there is no division of opinion 
among the advocates of a change in 
tho tax rate. Sentiment is perfectly 
unanimous 
Rarely in recent years 


has a demand from the country, for 
action on a legislative matter, been 
so universally 
approved. 
Indeed, 


there are no party lines on the issue 
Democrats must support .iny proposal 
for tax reduction along with Republi- 
cans. 
"While the tariff, therefore, is 


important, there never has been anv 
doubt among disinterested observers 
that the country would approve of 
prompt action on the tax question 
ahead of taiiff revision.

Land Disarmament and Pacific 


Problems to Be Discussed 


at Meeting.

Washington—This goi eminent ex- 


pects a. favorable response from all 
five nations whicn received tentative 
invitations to a disarmament confer- 
ence in Washington 


The belief was expressed in a highlv 


authorative quarter today that all 
the powers invited will send represen- 
tative to discuss a cut in the world's 
armies and navies ard to settle ques- 
tions bearing on the Panfi> and far 
eastern problems 


That such an international gather- 


ing will "spcure the pear-e of the 
world" was the statement of an official 
m emphasizing the importance of the 
step the administration Ins taken. 


It was also explained why the pro- 


posal for the conference uas broad- 
ened to include land as well as naval 
aimaments why countries other than 
the I nited States Great Britain and 
Tapan, the principal naval powers, 
were included and it was intimated 
that raanv of the obstacles heretofore 
appearing in the way of disarma- 
ment may be wiped out before the 
conference actually meets. 


Officials also said they are not yet 


clear as to just how soon the con- 
ference can be put under way or how- 
it will be organized- 


Tap Question Is Up. 


It was pointed out that the question 


of na-ial md land armament could 
not well be separated, that if tho 
principal naval powers were to get to; 
gether the question of land arma- 
ments would almost surely come Tip 
and ther the confe'-ence might have 
to be broadened after it was under 
way. 
The decision that land armaments 


be discussed necessitated the invita- 
tions to Prance and Italy, both of 
which maintain large armies.

London—World peace depends more 


upon friendly cooperation between the 
United States and Great Britain than, 
any other single lactor. Premier Lloyd 
George declared in addressing: th» 
house of commons Monday afternoon. 


The premier made this assertion 


during a speech in which he virtual- 
ly accepted for Great Britain the in- 
vitation of President Harding to par- 
ticipate in a. disarmament conterence,

CONSERVING CHILD LIFE 


New Zealand has long been noted for her 


laws designed to throw the protecting arm 
of -the government around the children. 
She has led the world in legislation of this 
character. As the people of New Zealand 
have sowed so have they reaped. Figures 
just given out jay the United States bureau 
of public health, show that the infant 
mor- 


tality rate in this enlightened British colo- 
ny is the lowest in the world. It has been 
cut in half during the past 45 years. 


That is the kind of conservation worth 


boasting about. It is the kind of conser- 
vation that might well occupy the atten- 
tion of official Washington to a far great- 
er extent than it does now or ever has. 
If there is any explanation that really ex- 
plains why America instead of New Zea- 
land should not lead the world in conserv- 
ing child life, we should like to have it. 


DYING POOR 


Wealth and poverty are relative terms. 


Andrew Carnegie's creed was that it was 
a disgrace for a man to die rich. The final 
appraisal of the great ironmaster's estate, 
which has just been computed, discloses 
that he left about $25.000.000. At first 
blush it would seem that Carnegie did not 
die up to his creed. But there is another 
side to the picture. During his lifetime he 
gave away upwards of $350,000.000. So 
that Carnegie gave away 93 per cent of 
his fortune and kept but seven per cent 
for his family. 


Twenty-five million dollars is something 


of a fortune even in these days of big fig- 
tires, but compared with the $375.000.- 
000 which it might have been, it seems 
fair to give Carnegie full credit for having 
squared his performance with his promise 
in the disposal of his wealth. 


ENGLAND'S DEBT TO WASHINGTON 


The monument in Trafalgar Square, the 


dedication of Sulgrave Manor house, and 
the other honors to George Washington, 
recently accomplished and still to come, in 
England are probably regarded by many 
Americans as mere incidents of the British 
policy of cultivating friendly relations 
' -with the United States. That there is 
much more involved is indicated by the no- 
table declaration of Viscount Bryce, when 
lecturing in London the other day, that in 
our war of the Revolution "America saved 
British liberties.'" If this be true, the 
English people may well give Washington 
a place beside the greatest of their nation- 
al leaders. Undoubtedly the effort of the 
British to eztend their liberties and limit 
the powers of their monarche was greatly 
forwarded by the success of the American 
revolution. 


Many Englishmen engaged in this strag- 


gle looked with sympathy upon the revolt 
of the American colonies, though they 
would have been better pleased if the li- 
berties sought had been attained without 
separation from the British empire. That 
the American Revolution would advance 
reform in Great Britain itself was the 


view of many Englishmen at the time, <and 
that it actually did so has been the view 
of English historians since. It was inevi- 
table that American hatred of royal tyran- 
ny should have been extended during and 
after the war to the English people as a 
whole, and that there should Have been a 
corresponding ill feeling toward Ameri- 
cans in England. Nevertheless the Brit- 
ish are greatly indebted to Washington, a 
fact of which the recent and coming Brit- 
ish tributes to his memory may be regard- 
ed as appropriate recognition. 


PRESIDENTIAL TROUBLES 


On reading the sharp criticism in some 


of the Republican newspapers, the fair- 
minded observer can hardly fail to be sor- 
ry for President Harding. Tax burdens 
have not. been lifted, the country has not 
been made prosperous, according to sched- 
ule, and so the Boston Transcript com- 
plains bitterly of "The Republican fail- 
ure. '' Now, to judge from the oratory 
during the campaign, Mr. Harding was 
not elected to lead but to follow—the sen- 
ate- President Wilsotr, because he "led" 
was judged and condemned. The Iran- - 
script admits the great revolt against the 
Wilson method, but Nevertheless contends 
that the people did not give his successor 
a ''mandate'" to "evacuate his responsi- 
bilities." The Transcript is offended to 
find that, though action is imperative, the 
president permits congress to let every- 
thing slide. Though there is no leadership 
in the house, it says, there is plenty of it 
in the senate, yet the president does not 
avail himself of it. But how in the world 
is the president to be a Wilson and follow 
the senate too* 


As to retrenchment, the New York Her- 


ald, another Republican organ, demands 
that Mr. Harding use a "broadaxe.'' re- 
gardless of the feelings "and the skins of 
the vote-culturing politicians of his par- 
ty. The difficulty about this proposition is 
that Mr. Harding favors and is committed 
to the olive branch rather than the broa 1- 
ase. the promotion of '* harmony'' between 
the conflicting elements of his party be- 
ing his most pronounced policy. More- 
over, he was elected, or was supposed to 
be elected, to become the political anti- 
thesis of President Wilson. Under the cir- 
cumstances he can hardly be expected to 
do what is now demanded of him. Nor is 
it fair to blame him personally for condi- 
tions in no small part inevitable.

pression; whether his character is 
yielding, weak, firm, strong, obstin- 
ate, or positively moral; whether he 
is conscientious, tricky, honorable, 
reliable, or unreliable; whether his 
manner is trustful, guarded, sus- 
picious, jealous, or 
envious; 
and 


whether the student is popular or not. 


The physical characteristics are 


also recorded. This covers the coun- 
tenance, whether pleasant, serious, 
open, strong-, secretive, or weak; his 
habit of dress, whether showy, stylish, 
tasteful, ill-chosen, neat, or careless; 
whether he has any deformity; his 
carriage, whether .erect and dagnined 
or round-shouldered and slouchy; and 
his general health, covering his vision, 
hearing, endurance, vitality, physique 
and nervous stability. 


In addition, this concensus of ob- 


servation of the student covers his 
use of English in speaking and writ- 
ing, 
and whether his handwriting is 


firm, business-like, legible, illegible or 
careless. 


From 
the data collected, Dean 


Potter is able to advise the student as 
to his future course, encouraging 
him if he is on the right road, or tell- 
ing him if his path is badly chosen. 


If a student is without any faculty of 
leadership or inventive ideas, who 
is prone to accept everything just a* 
he finds it without any riggestion of 
improvement, h« in believed to have 
chosen the wrong profession as hie 
life work. 
Engineering in practically 


every branch demand* constant in- 
ventive ability, vision and construc- 
tive thinking of the highest order to 
bring real success. Dean Potter goes 
on the theory that the time to discuss 
the error in choice of profession in 
before the boy or young man is 
allowed to waste much of his time at 
an ill-chosen study. 
The Dean has 


found many students who just wish 
to be this or that without having sup- 
plemented this desire with anything 
like an analysis of their own charac- 
teristics or natural /ability for the 
work they think they want to under- 
take. 


Follow tbe Natural Bent 


The student who is found to be 


naturally gifted and fitted for the pro- 
fession of engineering requires only 
the usual course, and may be de- 
pended / upon to make good. 
For 


others whose fitness and ability are 
not so well defined. Deao Potter holds 
that it is the high duty of these young 
men and their instructors to put the 
student in the right way to achieve 
the utmost possible, and to advise 
him to study to fit himself for that 
position in life for which he is best 
fitted by temperament,' training and 
natural characteristics. 


In telling- of his tests, Dean Potter 


says that the^ boy who reaches 18 
years without any evidence of inven- 
tive ability will never make a design- 
ing engineer. On the other hand, the 
boy who is never satisfied with his 
toys as they come to him, who seeks 
to change and improve them, as well 
as everything else that comes to hand, 
has in him one of the main essentials 
for the profession. 


Dean Potter makes the broad claim 


that a teacher should make studies 
so interesting that the student will 
not have to be urged and driven to 
them. Also, he warmly urges not to 
take the printed page for granted, 
"for 
every ordinary people write 


books," but to test what is read by 
the use of ordinary common sense 
and learn to "skip judiciously." 


Another Potter principle which he 


applies is that to make a success of 
making men one has to keep right 
with them and keep the interest 
young and vigorous. He has many 
plans at work for doing this, one be- 
ing to write short accounts of any 
notable thing the student does in his 
college work, and send it to the boy's 
home paper. The publication of this 
serves the purpose of letting the 
student know that his folks back 
home know how well he is doing, his 
parents and friends are 
naturally 


pleased and responsive, and a general 
asset of good feeling is created. 


As the student progresses in his 


work, he learns that there are other 
influences which will help him to 
success if he deserves it- Dean Potter 
is in constant touch with leading 
members of his profession and large 
employers of engineering talent. He 
is quick to make known at Purdue 
any valuable innovation he finds in 
the practice of engineering. 
He is 


forever looking for openings for his 
graduates for which they are pecu- 
liarly fitted. As he puts it, he "sells 
the crop" every yeaf, and is keenly 
interested in seeing to it that the crop 
is high grade and placed to the best 
advantage. 


Boom for the Rigbt Men. 


Many large corporations send each 


year at graduation time to add to 
their technical forces from a source 
n which they have the highest faith. 
Despite the general slackening of in- 
dustry, here was a good demand for 
Dean Potter's graduates who closed 
;heir course successfully last month. 


They labor long and hard with the 


boy at Purdue who is looking- for 
college life, but does not want his 
studies to interfere too much. They 
believe this attitude is the result of a 
method that made the boy learn a 
book instead of compelling his inter- 
est in a study. Dean Potter holds 
strongly to the belief that the real 
pleasure in the world is in intelligent. ' 
nteresting work, and he has to his 
record many instances of success in 
turning students to his view, from 
which they have not subsequently 
departed. The Dean believes in ac- 
ademic freedom, sports and pastimes, 
lobbies and interests, but his face Is 
firmly set against academic license 
and confirmed laziness.
